Dear Sir; 


I notice in your Saturday issue of 


Th e Tribune, an article pertaining to 


the salaries of our firemen. 
I notice 


also, that you state: that if this in* 
crease, that is asked for by the fire­ 
men, is not granted, there is danger 
of a strike. 
Now, Mr. Editor, I can­ 
not agree with you on this point, for 
I know that our firemen are all or 
them to much of gentlemen, to even 
think of going on a strike, and leave 
our city without fire protection, but 
I do agree with you w’hen you say 
some of them may resign, for 
w’hy 
shouldn’t they, when' they can make 
the same money or even more, at 
some other occupation that is not as 


hazardous nor as confining. 
According to you figures and com ­ 
parison between the police and fire 
departments, our firemen are much 
underpaid, even at the scale adopted 
at the last meeting of the common 
council. 
W h y is not the services of 
our firemen, (who put in twenty-four 
hours a day) just as valuable and nec­ 
essary as a policeman, (who puts in 


twelve hours a day). 
I notice&.a short 
time ago, our policemen were granted 
an increase of practically $10.00 per 
month, and there was nothing said, 
and now when our firemen ask for at 
least living wages, and are entitled to 
them, they are ignored. 
(If a police­ 
man cannot live on $66.66, how* in the 
world can a fireman live on $50.00 or 
$55.00 per month.) 
Is this justice, Mr. 
Tax-payer, to men, who risk life and 
limb to protect our lives and homes, 
from the element of fire— do not they 
give you just as much protection as 
our policemen, and if so why not pay 
them as much. 
W h y is it our insurance rate is kept 
so low’ ? 
Just because we have an ef­ 
ficient fire department, and Mr. T a x ­ 
payer, when 
you 
decrease 
the effi­ 
ciency of our fire department, your in­ 
surance rates arc bound to increase, 
and if thc city does not give its fire­ 
men 
proper compensation 
for their 
services, you arc going to decrease 
the efficiency of your department, be­ 
cause the class of men that our Board 
of Police and Fire Commissioners, de­ 
m and for this branch of service, are 
capable of earning better salaries, with 
fewer hours work, than the city pays 
them. 
W e want the best men in our 
department that can be had in the city, 
so that wfe may be able to keep up thc 
efficiency of our department, and keep 
insurance rates down, but in order to 
secure this class of men, our city coun­ 
cil must offer just as much, or a little 
more, than they can earn at other oc- 


upations. 
The equipment of our fire depart­ 
ment is second to none, but if you 
get a lot of cheaply paid men— men 
that arc not even capable of pushing 
a 
w h ee lb a rro w , 
what 
good 
is 
this 
fine equipment? 
And if you get that 
class of men down goes the efficiency 
of your department. 
W h y the men 
pushing the little carts around our 
streets are paid better than our fire­ 
men. 
If this was our school teachers ask­ 
ing for an increase iii salary, or for 
a shorter school term, it would prob' 
ably be granted without a question. 
or if another high school was wanted 
at a cost of $200,000.00 it would prob­ 
ably go through a flying. 
Probably 
some of our aldermen intend to have 
the city drinking 
water 
examined 
again, ($1,500.00) or install 
a 
new 
system of bookkeeping in the weed 
inspector’s 
office, 
and 
these 
things 
must come first regardless of any­ 
thing else. 
In conclusion, Mr. Editor, I want 
t say, and I think the majority of the 
tax-payers 
of this 
progressive 
city 
will say the same thing, "Give the 
firemen what they have asked for. as 
it is just and reasonable.” 
T h e y can’t 
afford to ride in automobiles at that 
salary either.

Another part of the proposed law 
! prohibits the solicitation of a divorce

Annulment of the marriage 
contract, as distinguished 
from 
di­ 
vorce, will be made for the following 
causes: 
Impotency, 
consanguinity, 
existing 
former 
marriage, 
fraud,

Divorce, it is provided, shall be of 
two kinds—absolute, and divorce from 
bed and board. 
Under the first clas­ 
sification the grounds shall be adul­ 
tery, bigamy, conviction and sentence 
for crime, followed by two years con­ 
tinual imprisonment; extreme cruelty, 
wilful desertion; and habitual drunk­ 
enness for two years. The same cause 
will prevail in the second class with 
the additional cause of “hopeless in­ 
sanity of the husband.”

Prof. Matthews says it is not really 
so, and Charles 
E. Sprague, a lay 
member and treasurer of the executive 
committee, said some one had to do 
the work, anyhow. 
“I don’t want to discuss the matter 
at all,” said Prof. Matthews. “I don’t 
believe in entering into personalities 
in an affair like this. 
I have nothing 
to say.

IN WISCONSIN 


O ne hundred and ten million pounds 


of cheese were made in Wisconsin last 
year, almost twice as much as was 
produced five years ago, according to 
the U niversity of W isconsin A gricu l­ 
tural Experim ental Station bulletin on 
“ T h e D evelopm ent of F actory D airy­ 
ing in W isconsin,” which has just been 
prepared by Professor H. L. Russell 
of the W isconsin college of agricul­ 
ture and U. S. Baer, assistant dairy 
and food commissioner. 
Besides the 
increase in production from 60,000,000 
pounds of cheese in 1900 to 110,000- 
000 pounds in 1895, the statistics show 
the addition of 118 new cheese fac­ 
tories, or nearly 40 new factories each 
year. 
Th e amount of butter manufac­ 
tured in creameries of the state has in­ 
creased 60 per cent in the past five 
years, the figures showing 55,000,000 
pounds for 1900 and 85,500,000 pounds 
in 1905. 
T h e butter made on farms 
has grown from 25,000,000 pounds in 
1900 to 34,500,000 pounds in 1905, an 
increase of 38 per cent. 
It is evident 
from this that factory dairying is im 
creasing relatively faster 
than 
the 
home production of the farms. 
The 
bulletin shows that tile factory growth 
is 
going on 
rapidly throughout al­ 
most all regions of the state. 
Central State Develops 
T h e most vigorous factory develop­ 
ment during the last five years 
is 
shown to have been In central W i s ­ 
consin. 
In Shawano, Oconto, W a u ­ 
paca, Portage, W ood, Marathon, Clark 
Eau Claire, Chippewa, and 
Barron, 
the ten counties located in the central 
part of the state the number of cheese 
factories has grown from 141 to 206, 
an increase of 65 and the number of j 
creameries from 121 to 191,an increase | 
of 65 and the number of creameries i 
from 121 to 191, an increase 
of 
70. 
By virtue of its natural advantages | 
this new dairy portion of central W i s ­ 
consin is peculiarly adapted to dairy­ 
ing. 
Undoubtedly a prominent factor of 
the development of this region has 
1 been 
the introduction of the small 
[land owners, generally 
of 
foreign 
birth. 
In developing their little clear­ 
ings in the cut-over land, these far­ 
mers have taken up dairying, to which 
the country is well adapted, 
rather 
than the raising cf grain or 
other 
agricultural products. 
The most phe­ 
nomenal grovvili of the cheese industry 
is to be noted in Shawano 
county, 
where the number of cheese factories 
has increased from 14 in 1900 to 56

Swiss Cheese Industry 
The most distinctive area, Licence 
of its rapid growth a$ well as of the 
character of its product, is the region 
of the Swiss cheese industry' in south­ 
ern Wisconsin. 
Centering originally 
in Green county it has extended rapid­ 
ly to Iowa, LaFayette, Dane and Rock 
counties. 
The most remarkable in­ 
crease has been in which the factories 
have increased in the last five years 
from 183 to 301, while the estimated 
factory out-put of Swiss cheese ap­ 
proximates 15.000,000 pounds. 
The Cheddar cheese industry in the 
western portion of the state continues 
to center in Richland county, where 
it has been developed for years, but 
the success there attained has 
led 
to the extension of 
this 
Cheddar 
cheese section 
into 
western 
Sauk 
southern Vernon, and northern Iowa 
counties. 
These counties stand out 
prominently as a dairy area, and the 
growth of the industry is emphasized 
; by’ a comparison 
with 
surrounding 


J counties, like Crawford, western Ver- 
j non, and Columbia, in which no ap- 
! parent factory development is occur­ 
ring. 
The most extensive Cheddar region 
jof the state consists of the lake shore 
.counties, where the industry was origi" 
jnally established and where the exten- 
jsion of it has been continuous. 
Make Foreign Cheese 
Although the distinctly lake shore 
counties, like Kewaunee, Manitowoc, 
and Sheboygan, seems to have reached 
their maximum factory development, 
the boundaries of this cheese belt arc 
being 
steadily 
pushed 
toward 
the 
interior, especially 
toward the more 
newly settled regions northward. 
It 
is highly probable that the lake shore 
cheese belt, to which should now be 
added Shawano county, will push west 
ward and northward into Langlade, 
Oconto, and Marathon counties. In­ 
deed in 
Marathon 
county’ 
already 
cheese interests are paramount. 


Wisconsin has two centers in which 
I foreign cheese is extensively 
made. 
Besides the Green 
county 
district 
where Swiss and limburger are manu- 
j factured. there is a large and devel- 
j oping area with Dodge county as its 
j center in which brick cheese is made 
in large quantities. 
The manufacture 
of this peculiar type of cheese be­ 
gan in Dodge county but is now ex­ 
tending northward- into Fond du Lac 
and eastward into Washington coun­ 
ties.
